Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon consideration, 
the rejection of claims 29, 31-34, 36, 39-41, 46-59 and 51-54 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kantner et al. (US 6,433,073 Bl) in view of Baghdachi et al. (US 4,954,598) 
is withdrawn in view of applicant's statement on the record that US 6,433,073 and the examined 
application were commonly owned at the time of the invention.

Rejoinder 

3. Claims 29, 31-34, 36, 39-41, 46-49 and 51-54 are allowable. Claim 37, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a election requirement, requires all the limitations of 
an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(a), the election 
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requirement between hydrophilic components as set forth in the Office action mailed on 
9/13/2006, is hereby withdrawn and claim 37 is hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 104. 

4. In view of the withdrawal of the election requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any 
claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the 
instant application. 

5. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971).
